Northway. also of Chicago, was killed 
outright In his car.

Janesvllle People Escaped

ple on the two trains but all of them 
escaped without Injury.

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 17.—The Bul- 


garian government has presented 
a 


memorandum, to tho powora netting 
out at great 'length tho condition of 
affairs during the last three months in 
Macedonia since the Turkish govern- 
ment . undertook 
to 
inaugurate the 


promised reforms. 


Tho most precise 
details, 
dates, 


places, and name* of persons are 
given In the memorandum, tho whole 
constituting a terrible category of mur- 
der, torture, Incendiarism, 
pillage, 


nnd general oppression committed by 
the Ottoman soldiers and officials. 


These particulars were obtained en- 


tirely from official sources, such as tho 
reports of the Bulgarian consuls and 
agents of the Bulgarian's government, 
and. In many Instances, tho reports 
made by Turkish authorities. 


The Bulgarian government guaran- 


tees the absolute truth of overy state- 
ment and challenges the porte to dis- 
prove a single charge made in tho 
memorandum. 


Persecution Is Rife. 


Tho memorandum begins by stating 


that during the last three months tho 
Ottoman government has taken 
a 


forles of measires with the alleged In- 
tention of • Inaugurating'the era 
of 


promised reform and of assuring peace 
and; tranquillity to the Bulgarian, pop- 
ulation of European Turkey,! but which 
have had the contrary effect of'further 
exasperating this population..and re- 
viving the revolutionary movement. 


Instead uf proceeding solely against 


persons guilty of breaches of the pub- 
lic order, the military and civil author- 
ities have sought every possible pre- 
text to persecute, terrorize.' and ruin 
the Bulgarian Inhabitants, -alike 
In 


the largo cities and In the small vil- 
lages.

Massacre and Murder. 


Wholesale 
massacres,

murders, the destruction of villages, 
the pillaging and setting fire to houses, 
the arrests, 111 treatment, tortures, ar-

many years in advance—such,

of Salonlca, It states that in the town 
of Salonlca itself the Bulgarian pro- 
fessors of the unlverslty,.the students 
and shopkeepers—In fact, all the In-' 
telllgent Bulgarians In the city—have 
been cast Into prison. » 


Soldiers Inflict Torture. 


One hundred and twenty soldiers en- 


tered the village of Gorna-nibnitza on 
May 19 and tortured to death five 
men nnd two women. 


During the first three weeks of 


July twenty-live villages In tho dis- 
trict of Tlvesch were subjected to tho 
depredations of the* Ttirkluh soldiers 
and bashl-bazouks.

It 
was youiifr Smith who turned out to bo 
the hero of one of the most fcnsntlonal 
plays ever made In the national game. 


The Heds went to the little town In 


the full Hush of success, determined to 
bare n lot of sport with the local play- 
ers. 
The ICeds won the toss and went 


to bat. 
Young Keese, the Wilmington 


pitcher, was a first class amateur, but 
naturally la- was badly rattled at the 
Idea of facing the best team In the Na- 
tional league, and for the llrst few min- 
utes his work was poor. 


The first two of the Heds who went 


to bat hit base hits. The third man got 
a base on balls, and everybody on the 
Cincinnati nine began to grin broadly 
at the fun ahead. All the bases were 
full, and there was nobody out. It was 
a huge snni>—a regular picnic.

OVER 1,000 SHOTS AF.E FHED 


Union Machinists Ca'.l-.sr Abiut the 


Places Whore Men V.'ho Took Their 
Positions Are Housed and Many Per- 
sons Are Cl.ci. 


W. Va., Aug. 17.—This

The battle wan Initiated Saturday 


night, and despite tin- fact that morn 
than one thousand slioi.i were fired 
in the clash, there were no fatalities 
nnd only a few persons wore wounded.

Etrllte for several weeks, nnd the sit- 
uation was becoming desperate for the 
corporation until they Imported about 
twenty men to take the places of the 
strikers. The men have boon 
as- 


saulted from time to time, but the sit- 
uation has not reached an alarming 
stage heretofore.

Many Are Wounded. 


Tho strikers congregated about the 


boarding houses of the nonunlonlslH 
fully armed nnd began an attack upon 
the plac«s. The houses were heavily 
barricaded. 
Many volleys were fired

Finally n well-directed shot from 


within the house wounded ono of tho 
strikers, nnd he was carried to a hos- 
pital. Clay Mouver, n spectator, also 
was shot In the left knee, but not 
seriously. A number of other people 
who were In the building with the mm- 
unionists receive wounds which were 
dressed by physicians.

the strike has lasted three months, 
they hove not been able to get any- 
thing like a full force of marine ma- 
chinists.
